NEW YORK, Sept 18.—Frederick H. 


Shlpman, assistant treasurer for the last 
three years of the New lork Life In- 
surance Company, was the first witness 
before the Insurance investigating com- 
mittee today. He was examined on syn- 
dicate acts. The Toronto, Hamilton and 
Buffalo deals were the first taken up 
and the accounts were gone into In de- 
tail. 


"How could the New York Life." 


asked Mr. Hughes, counsel to the com- 
mittee, ' retire Toronto, Hamilton and 
Buffalo bonds from the syndicate at 99 
when it had bought them while in the 
syndicate at 91?" 
' Because tha market price In the 
opinion of C M. Gibbs, the treasurer at 
the time, was then 99. We credited the 
profit, $44,886. to profit and loss " 
Mr. Shlpman, In reply to further ques-, 
tlons, said the company raised the price 
fiom 91 to 99, but that—the profit bad 
never been realized and the company 
holds the bonds at the present time. 
"The New York Life in this case " 
said Mr. Hughes, "did not return bonds, 
ts is customary, to the syndicate mem- 
bers, but took 
them themselves 
and 
ci edited on the books a profit which In 
fact has not been made7

Next Mr. Hughes turned to a Joint ac- 
count of Goldman Sachs & Co and the 
New York In 1839 striking out the words

Rallioad bonds with an agreement for 
equal division of profits 
Mr. Shipman 
said it should not be called a syndi- 
cate 


"How 
can you explain that oa, July 
18 1899, >ou buy and sell 760 bonds on 
the same day, according to your state- 
ment?" asked Mr. Hughes. 
"The only way I can explain It," Mr. 
Shipman replied, "is that the New York 
Life held these bonds and wished to sell 
them. 
Therefore It named a fair price 
and transferred them to a Joint ac- 
count." 


"Now. 
don't vou see the purchase Is 
not for tho syndicate but for the New 
York Life Insurance Comuany."

Mr. Randolph, 
upon request, gave details of the pur- 
chase for re-sale of certain bonds for 
Joint account.

Frederick Cromwell, treasurer of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, was 
also recalled. He made a statement to 
the effect that It Is impossible for life 
insurance companies to seek investments 
nowadays without the aid of syndicates.

JURY IS SELECTED TO TRY 


EfcSENATOR EMMONS 


Judge Places the Twelve Men in 


Custody of Officers to Prevent 


Possible Tampering. 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 13,—Shortly af- 


ter 11 
o'clock this morning the Jury 


which Is to try former Senator B. J. 
Emmons of Kern, on a charge of bribery 
in connection with the Investigation of 
building and loan associations before the 
last Legislature, was secured. 


Much to the surprise of the big crowd 


in the courtroom, Superior Judge E. C 
Hatt, before whom 
the case 
Is being 


tried, announced that he would place the 
jury in the hands ' of Deputy 
Sheriff 


Percy A. Webber and that they should 
remain In his custody until the end of 
the trial. 


In making this order, Judge Hart said 


that while he had the utmost confidence 
in the Integrity of the members of the 
jury, both the People and the defendant 
were entitled to an absolutely fair trial. 


The jurors should not be placed, or 


permit themselves to be placed, In a po- 
sition where there was the slightest pos- 
sibility of being influenced by. outside or 
extraneous 
matters, as 
their verdict 


should be rendered solely up'on the evi- 
dence to be produced. 


In his short address to the Jury Judge 


Hart said the case Is one of unusual im- 
portance and one which Is attracting at- 
tention all over the State.

The property 
war recently purchased by Robert J. Collier of Collier's Weekly 
who offers to turn it over at cost to the State or Federal govern- 
ment or any society which may be organized to preserve it for the 
public. The Courier-Journal, Times and other leading journals of 
Louisville warmly second the project, saying it is the duty 
ol 


Kentucky to preserve this spot as a shrine of pilgrimage 
The 


Courier-Journal says it is holy ground, and urges the Legislature 
to make the necessary appropriations to purchase the property and 
provide for its maintenance. 


It is to be hoped the suggestion will be carried out. Abraham 


Lincoln was the greatest of all of Kentucky's sons. He is the most 
illustrious of Americans save Washington, and he has a peculiar 
claim to the reverence of Kentuckians 
Lincoln was Southern by 


blood, birth, sympathy and temperament, but he abhorred slavery 
with all the force of his moral nature for its iniquity and he hated 
it bitterly as the descendant of the poor white to whom the planta- 
tion and slave system closed the door of opportunity and 
hope. 


His penetrating mind saw in it an economic evil of vast and increas- 
ing proportions, a political menace and a growing source of national 
discord. 
Nevertheless he understood the people of the South as 


no other President elected from a Northern State ever did, and if he 
did not share their prejudices he sympathized with their position 
and the misfortunes brought on them by the Civil War. 
He long- 


ed to bind up the wounds of the country and reunite his country- 
""- 
He drew his statesmanship from the free soil of Illinois, but 
men. 
the inherited sympathies of the land of his birth and the people 
from whom he sprang clung to him all his life. 
It was with a 


sense of'physical pain that he watched the South waste its valoi 
and treasure in a hopeless struggle against the national idea arid 
the enlightenment of the age. 


As Colonel Watterson says, he was the South's best friend 


when friends were most in need. He belongs to Kentucky which 
was a battleground of the Civil War and the inhabitants of which 
were torn by the bloody dissension that divided the nation. Ken 
tucky should care for the farm on which he first saw the light 
It is a rocky tract of hill land in a poor neighborhood, but it i 
rich in memories and suggestions. 
It is an object lesson for futur 


generations. 
It tells the story of a boy born in extreme povert 


of illiterate parents who rose to be the grandest figure of his time 
who learned to read from the Bible by the light of a pine-knot fire it 
a frontier cabin and struggled up from the position of a common la 
borer to be a great lawyer, a captivating orator and the leader of < 
tree people m the greatest crisis of their national history, who passei 
his youth amid the rudest surroundings and the uncouth association 
of pioneer life, yet whose heart held all the tenderness of a woman 
and who came to understand with the prescience of native genius th 
thoughts, feelings, prejudices and aspirations of men bred unde 
radically different conditions; who gazed with equal readiness into 
the minds of the Puritan fanatic of New England and the cavalier 
planter of the South. 


In all her brilliant galaxy of statesmen, orators and warriors 


Kentucky has none'to compare with this man, who never had a 
pair of shoes till he was eighteen years old and went to school a1 
told less than a year. 
Men of our day cannot appreciate the 


difference between the start Lincoln had and the start the other 
leaders of his time were given, much less appreciate the significance 
of his life and achievements, till they stand on the stony farm where 
he was born and see for themselves the rude surroundings in which 
his infancy was passed.

WINS MANY WOMEN 


METHOD 
MADE 
KNOWN 
- THROUGH HIS VICTIMS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Dr. Georgn Witzhoff, the mu.i with t;i<- genius for 


rnu'riage, share3 Bluebeard Hocu's opinion that any woman could be subju- 
gated with a. little patient effort. A friend of Mrs. Anna Parkhill, now Mrs. 
Ernest Tinner, of Sayyllle, L. I., but once a wife of the polygamous dentist, 
tells how Witzhoff set his limed twigs. She says: 


"When Witzhoff found an Impressionable victim he used to take htr 


face In his hands and gaze long and deeply Into her eyes. The woman whom 
he married as Abram Weston used to say after these soul-gazlngs that she 
felt a close, oppressive feeling In her breast as though Witzhoff had a hyp- 
notic power over her. 
' 


"But for those who like their wooing more intellectual he-played the old 


sympathy game to .a jnlcety. He made each woman think that listening to 
her particular troubles had become his chief vocation In life. If It was mere- 
ly worry, he offered sympathetic advice. If the woman needed money, h« 
talked optimistically of the Inheritance which he was expecting 
from his 


mother's estate In Switzerland. 


"When he had convinced Mrs. Parkhill that all his solicitude was for her 


and that, no detail-of her affairs was too trivial to merit Ills helpful consid- 
eration he rehearsed his own troubles. He had just burled his poor, dear 
mother in Switzerland, -.he told her, and was nearly, penniless as a result, or 
the expense. When he said th,at he expected to have to settle down In some 
lone hall bedroom as a forlorn bachelor, until his Inheritance arrived, the 
tender Parkhill heart, which itself knew the sorrows of widowhood, was 
melted with pity. 


"Witzhoff made a specialty of Impressive oaths, sworn if possible over 


the grave of a grandmother, In which he declared fervently, that he had never 
before been married and had never loved another. 
/ 


"He-deluged Mrs.. Parkhill with flowers, which he probably never paid for, 


as he was always bankrupt. He wrote to her every day or sent her a tele- 
gram, in which he pretended to tell her how he was getting along and how 
impossible it was for him to be happy away from her. Once he took her to 
New Haven and took her for a pleasant drive all about the town. 


"He made a great ado always about the dental parlors, which he estab- 


lished In various cities, and on one occasion he brought-one of his prospective 
wives to New York and showed her a Fourteenth street saloon which he said 
he owned. 


"Witzhoff met Mrs. Parkhill, who was thirty-six years old at the time, 


in a dental astablishment In Forty-second street. In August, 1903. He pre- 
tended to be attracted to her and asked to be allowed to call. Mrs. Parkhill 
was running a boarding-house then at No. 116 Schermerhorn street, Brook- 


lyn, 
and wanted a new partner In life. She had no real troubles, but Wltr- 


hoff conjured up some for her and then talked them over 
sympathetically 


with her. He was always kind to Mrs, ParkhiH'a child, affectionate to Mrs. 
Parkhill and sentimental when occasion required. He kissed her when he 
came and went, as well as presumably between times, and he carried out 
this part so well that the women whom he victimized ought to'have known 
that he was no novice. By this route it took him only, six weeks to reach 
the wedding day with Mrs. Parkhill." 


HERE'S ANOTHER. 


In a Harlem flat there has been discovered evidence that.may lead to the 


detection of Dr. ^George A. Witzhoff, the bigamist, whose loner success In keep- 
Ing out of the way is astonishing a score of detectives who for the last three 
weeks have been seeking him.

Word was received yesterday by Attorney'Benjamin Franklin of No. 145 


Nassau street, through a young .woman living In upper Harlem, that a man 
who looked much like the published pictures of Dr. Witzhoff had been calling1 


pn a pretty girl, the daughter of a prominent Harlem man. 


"This man is as dark as descriptions of Dr. Witzhoff say. he is," added 


Franklin's informant. 
"He we!ghs-the same and he further has his dark, 


curling beard trimmed In Henry. IV. style, as It Is known Wltzboft some- 
times trimmed his beard, for purposes of disguise. He also has the dark 
hypnotic eyes attributed to the bigamist, and in many other ways resembles 
him," 


Accordingly, Lawyer Franklin visited the .house in Harlem where the 


mysterious man who may be Witzhoff is known to have been seen. 


The family living at the house were surprised to find that there was a 


suspicion against their guest. He was known under a name that in no way 
has been identified with Dr. Witzhoff's numerous aliases. 


"My daughter met the suspected man at Long Branch a few months ago,"

he tried to catch the gallant -dentist at the time the warrant was nrit given 
to him to serve. 


"I chased him from Massachusetts to Minnesota," aald the detective. 


"We first located him In his old address In this city over on the east side. 
But he had gone, of covirse, when this was accomplished. Then we saw • 
letter addressed to him, mailed at St. Paul, Minn. It was addressed undek 
the name Muller. which name he married Miss Etta Randall of Boston, under. 
I then found from Mr*. FarkhlU that Witzhoff had told her that she 
to 


take all his letters addressed to Mullerwhen he, the dentist, was abnent and 
rcmail them to No. 786 West Lafayette street, Boston. I hustled over there and 
found this to be t£e address where the fellow was living with Etta Randall. 
The mall had been changed by a forwarding address at the postofftoe to 
the general delivery. In Baltimore. 


"I stayed to Baltimore a week, but not a trace could I get of the biga- 


mist. Then ^ found a clue that led to Chicago. Over to that city. X vest, 
to find that while I was at work Wltxhoff had married a Chicago girl, robbed 
her by borrowing all her savings of about $1,000, and had skipped to Cincin- 
nati. Wheft I got to the latter 'town I located the man, but he got wise,. and 
all I had was the room In which he lived and his trunk for my pains. 


"One day an expressman came for the trunk. I traced it to St. Loula, 


then to a small Dlinols town, and then to Kansas City. I felt sure if I (truck 
to the trunk It would all end In getting to Witzhoff, but after the trunk got 
to Kansas City it seemed to drop out of the world. I lost It somewhere and 
that was the end of my search. Clue« were followed for weeks, but the* 
never, ended anywhere," 


THIS MAN LIVES WITH HIS WIVES, ON ALTERNATE DAYS 


CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Confronted by his two wives, Stanley Soblezlk was 


held to the Criminal Court yesterday by Justice Severson on a charge of'big- 
amy. He admitted that he had married each of the women in church, and 
had been living with them on alternate days for the last year. 


Mrs. 
Soblezik the first was married to him eleven years ago. She is the 


mother of five children, four of whom are girls. The second wife was mar- 
ried to Sobiezlk a year ago. 


Neither of the wives seems to harbor any 111 feeling against her husband 


and the two women chatted pleasantly with each other as they sat In court 
The two babies which they held on their laps looked so. much alike that «ev- 
eral of the persons In the court room thought they were twins.
